sent to Carbondale, the relief center 
at the direction of Dr. I. H. Rawlings 
director of the Illinois health depart­ 
ment. 
Doctors and nurses 
in

stricken area reported that the sanita­ 
tion situation was improved. 
The drive for relief funds con­ 
tinued throughout the country. 
Chi­ 
cago expected to raise its quota of 
$500,000 within the next 48 hours. 
Another $500,000 was provided when 
the Illinois 
legislature 
passed 
an 
emergency relief bill. From Washing­ 
ton it was announced that through 
co-ordination between the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States and 
the American Red Cross the organiza­ 
tions contributing funds can turn the 
amounts over to the local Red Cross 
workers in the stricken territory. 
With virtually all the dead buried, 
J. N. Slatten, secretary of the nation- 
kl funeral association, said that regis­ 
tration of the graves had been carried 
out with such care that the final rest­ 
ing place of each victim may be defi­ 
nitely located.
